Seattle, Apr. I —Seven lives probably 
w ere lost when the freighter West 
H artland and the steam ship Governor 
crashed early today. 
The Governor was sunk in tile Strait 
of Juan de Fuca off P ort Townsend. 
The West Hartland, badly damaged, 
was expected to limp Into Seattle to­ 
day with the survivors of the Gover­ 
nor, estimated at 291. 
According to wireless reports here 
three members of the crew ami four 
passengers are missing. 
Several of the crew of the Governor 
were injured by escaping steam. 
The Governor went down one hour 
and ten m inutes after it had been 
rammed by the West Hartland. 


Seattle, April I —A wireless m es­ 
sage from Port Townsend today said 
that six persons were missing from 
the steam ship Governor, sunk by the 
United States shipping board vessel 
West H artland, about one mile off 
Port Towsend shortly after midnight 
last night. 
The missing were said to be four 
passengers and three m em bers of the 
crew. 
Tile West H artland, which was also 
damaged by the collision, searched 
the vicinity for four hours and then 
started for Seattle where It is ex p ert­ 
ed she will dock sometime between 9 
and IO a. rn. 
Launches are continu­ 
ing the search.
